Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

II:i(l  r.iy  o1)joct  licoii  moroJy  to  plcaso  your  fancy  and 
caplivatoyou-r  iiiiaL!,inaliou  Ly  cxlii])ilini5  ihosonol)Io  IrailA 
(>r  individual  bravery — those  oxampl(\s  of  sacrilice  of  Sfll", 
lor  love  of  country — those  hair-breadth  osciipes  by  Hood 
and  iield,  ol"  which  our  annals  abound,  closing  my  .narra- 
tiv<;  with  the  griind  spectacle  of  the  triumphal  march  of 
civilisation  over  Indian  ferocity  in  its  most  repellant  forms, 
i(  is  not  the  era  of  expiring  French  power,  at  Quebec,  I 
should  have  searched.  lor  material. 

My  eyes  would  have  reverted  to  those  bravo  old  tiuKH 
ol'Champlain — d'Iberville — dc  Frontenac — Dolhird  des  Or- 
meaux — Brebanif — Mdlle.  de  Verchcrcs,  Ike. 

However,  the  dark  days  which  heralded  the  loss  of  Can* 
ada  to  France,  are  not  without  their  interest.  To  the  stu- 
dent of  history,  they  are  pregnant  with  teachings ;  every 
where  3'ou  read  the  bitter  lesson,  which  in  all  ages  Kings 


and  C'uniinon»Mshav«'  had  to  loam  :  ovorvwlu'ie  hrcaks  luith 
the  iiu'xoialjlc  louic  liiiiulit  l»y  Iho  violation  ol'  (he  otcrnal 
laws  ol"  moral  roctitiulo  and  civic  duly.

Let  US  then  vii'W  Quchoc  such  as  n  cclclnatcd  louiist 
Ibund  it  ill  17  li' ;  ten  voars  later  wo  will  witness  tho  I'all- 
ini;'  asunder  ol'  a  stately,  hut  ins(>curo  cdilice — the  French 
domination  in  North  America. 

On  the  r>th  Aut'U-t,  n4ii,  a  diKtingui.«<hcd  traveller,  re- 
romniended  by  royalty* — accredited  by  academies  and  uni- 
versities— I'rol'ossor  Kalm,  tho  Iriend  ol"  Liniueus,  landed 
in  tho  Ijowor  Town,  llis  approach  had  not  boon  unherald- 
ed, nor  unexpected  ;  advices  from  Versailles  having  pre- 
viously reached  tho  Governor  ol"  Canada.  On  stoppini^  on 
shore  IVoni  the  "canopied"  balvau,  provided  lor  him  l)y  tho 
llu.on  of  Longm-uil,  Governor  of  Montreal,  Major  do  JSer* 
monvillo,  tho  ollicer  to  whose  care  ho  had  been  committed, 
led  him  Ibrthwith  to  tho  palace  ol"  the  Marquis  do  l^a- 
lialissonnicro,  the  Governor  General  ol'  Canada,  Avho,  he 
savs,  received  him  ^vith  "  extraordinavv  uoodness."  His 
ICxcellency  at  that  time,  the  reco^-ni.sod  patron  of  literature 
and  the  arts,  in  Now  France,  in  anticipation  ol'  tho  Pro- 
i'ossor's  arrival,  had  ordered  apartments  to  l>o  got  ready  Tor 
tho  illustrious  stranuor,  who  Avas  introduced  to  an  in- 
ti'llig-ent  guide,  Dr.  Gaulthior,  royal  jihysician,  and  also  an 
aide  l)utanist,  Kahn,  hencol'orth,  will  bo  an  iionored,  nay, 
a  not  unlroquent  guest  at  tlio  Chateau  St.  Louis,  yonder, 
duiing  his  stay  in  Quebec. 

The  Proil'ssor  tells  how  cheerluliy  he  paid  to  tho  crow, 
comprised  ol"  six  rowers,  the  usual  lee  or  pour-boire  to 
escape  the  traditional  "ducking"'  to  which  all  travollero 
(without  excepting  the  Governor  General)  Avore  otherwise 
subjected  to,  ou  their  lirst  visit  to  Quebec  or  Montreal.

A  man  of  mark  was  th(3  Swedish  ))f>tiiiii.s!  iiiul  philo. 
sophor,  not  only  l)y  his  position  anioiii,'  European 
suvfuifa,  hut  nlso  as  hein^-  liic  sixn-ial  f  envoy  ol"  the  liovul 
Academy  ol'  Sciences,  at  Sto-'kiiohn,  and  as  the  represent. 
alive  ol"  the  three  Universities  of  Aoho,  Lund  and  Ui)sai;i, 
who  had  supplied  tlio  u-reater  porlionol  ihe  I'unds  neces- 
sary  to  carry  out  his  scienlilic  mission,  which  lasted  nearly 
four  years.  Provided  with  passpoits  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Swedish  Ministers  at  the  Courts  of  London, 
Paris,  Madrid,  the  JLin'ue,  we  iind  P.'ter  Ivalm  saiiinij;- Irom 
IJpsala  on  the  'ii'Ah  ()ctol)er,  1747,  accompanied  by  Lars 
Yunji-stni'm — an  assistant,  skilful  as  a  bojanisl,  a  g-ardener 
and  an  artisi . 


The  disciple  of  Linn;nu.s,  after  hiiviuLV  successivelv  visit- 
ed  Norway,  came  to  Eng-land;  nnd  after  spcndiuM-  sonic 
lime  there,  he  crossed  the  Atlantic,  viewini,^  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania,  and  iinally  Canada,  noting-  down,  dav 
by  day,  in  his  journal,  countries— men— manners — animals 
— trees — plants — ores — minerals,  iVc,  with  accuracy  and 
in  detail.  His  travels  are  the  subject-matter  of  two  lari>e 
volumes,  illustrated  with  jdates,  maps,  &<',,  and  translated 
into  English,  at  London,  in  I77L 

Ladies  and  gvntlemen,  with  your  permission,  we  shall 
follow  the  adventurous  footsteps  of  Professor  Kalm,  in  oar 
streets,  and  round  our  old  cit  v,  one  hundred  and  thirtv  vears 
ago,  and  take  note  of  what  his  cicerone.  ]Jr.  Craulthier,  may 
tell  him  about  the  old  rock,  its  inhabitants,   eustoms,   iVc.

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Kalrn,  on  his  way  lo  tho  Chritoau  St.  Louis,  had  to  ascend 
Mountain  Ilill.  Shall  wo  not  have  a  word  to  say  about 
this — to  us  very  larailior — Ihoioui^hi'are  *  AVhy  called 
Mountain  Ilill  ! 

"When  Quel)oc  was  luiUKU'd,  and  I'or  ycnr^s  allcrwards,  a 
very  ru^'j,ed  ibotpalh  led  IVoni  the  strand  under  Cape  Dia- 
mond to  the  lolty  area  above,  where  the  great  Indian  Chief 
JJonacona  no  doubt  used  to  l);u>'  grouse  and  liares  by 
dozens,  in  the  day  of  .7ar(|ues-Cartier.  On  i\w  2Tth 
Novenil)er,  1023,  tho  descent  to  the  Lower  Town  had 
been  opened  out  and  made  more  practicable  ;  we  would 
iiuagino  it  must  have  uiuh'rgono  another  lev«'llini2,"  to 
admit  of  tho  ascent  of  the  iirst  horse,  ^vho  paced  tho 
streets  of  Quebec— the  stud  presented  from  France  as  a 
gift  to  His  Excellency,  Charles  lluault  de  Montmagny,  in 
]()t8.  Though  horned  cattle  existed  in  the  colony  as  early 
as  1023,  oxen  were  i'or  tho  Iirst  time  used  to  plough  on  tho 
2Tth  April,  l(j2S.  Champlain's  hal)itali()n  stood  in  tho 
Lower  Town,  on  the  site  where  the  little  Church  of  M'olrc- 
JJamc-de.-la-Vidoiic  was  subsequently  erecti'd.  The  iirst 
European  settler  in  the  Upper  Town  was  a  l\uisian  apothe* 
cary — by  name  Louis  llebert — who  in  llJlT,  set  to  clearing- 
some  land  for  agricidtural  purposes,  where  now  stand  tho 
IJasilica  and  the  Seminary,  and  that  area  ot  ground  extend- 
in,2f  from  Sainto-Famille  Street  to  the  Jb)tel-Dieu.  Hebert 
built  himself  a  tenement — the  historian  Laverdiero  thinks 
— where  the  Archbishop's  Talace  now  stands,  ^i^  also 
erected  a  mill  (a  wind-mill  probably)  on  tliat  point  of  Saint 
Joseph  Street  which  connects  with  Saint  Francois  and 
Saint  Flavien  Streets.  Ilcbert'.-j  house  and  his  neighbor 
Guillaume  Couillard's  (tho  foundations  of  which  were  dis- 
covered in  18GG  by  the  Abbe  Lavcrdiere,  in  the  Seminary 
Clarden,  in  rear  and  facing  the  entrance  of  the  old  wing;  of 
tho  Seminary)  seem  to  have  been  tho  iirst  structures  raised 
in  the  Upper  Town.  Mountain  Ilill,  Cole  L(iiH<»ifa;;'ne, 
took  its  name  according-  to  some  writers,  from  one  Lamon- 
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taojie,  located  in  the  noit^hborhood  ;  according  to  others, 
IVom  its  iM'iiii^  tho  ascent  to  th«>  mount aiu  on  nhich  is 
in'icht'd  our  i)icturosquo  town. 

How  many  u'iilliint  French  Vice-Koys ;  JIow  many

Tho    l!isho[)    was    arrayed   in    hi.s    rontiiieal 
JJ(jl)e.s.  aiul  had  a  Ion"'  I'ilt  tiara  <  n  lii.s   head   and   a   uroat 
orozier  oi' massy  silver  in  his  hand  =«=     Alter  tho  Uishophad 
addres.sed  a  .short  speech  to  the  Governor-General,  a  Trioist 
hroughl  a  silver  Crucilix  oil  a  long-  stick  (two  I'riests  with 
lighted  tapers  in  their  hands  going  on  each  side  oi"it)  to  he 
kissed  by  the  Gov«'iuor.     Tho  ihshoi)  and  the  I'rio.'jts  then 
wont  through  tho  long  walk  up  to  the  choir.    Tho  servantis 
of  the  Governor-General  ibllowed  with  their  hats   on,    aiul 
arms   on   their   slunildeis.     At  la.st,   came  the    Governor- 
General  and   his   suite,  and  alter  them  a  crowd  ot  peoi)le. 
At  the  hegiuuing  oi"  the  choir,  the    Governor-General    aiul 
the  ddncnil  dc  La'^n!is!<onuiLre  stopped  hel'ore  a  chair  cover- 
ed with   red  cloth,  and  stood  there  during  tho  whole  time 
ol"   th"  celebration   ol'  the  Mass,  which  was  celebrated  bv

Ill  earlier  times,  ihe  miiiliiry  an.'  reliu'ions  displ.-iy  wns 
l)lended  with  an  aroma  (.f  literature  aiid  ehilMoate  iii.li.m 
oiatory,  comluniny  piose  and  jxjetry. 

Our  illustrious  i'rieud,   Fraueis  rarkninn,  will  le!i  us  ol' 
what  took  plaeo  on  the  arrival,  on  the  :!Sih  July,   IG.JS,  (»f 
th(^    Viscount   D'Arn-enson,    the    (iovernor  of   tln'   colony. 
"When    Aru'e!i,':on    arrived   to  assume    the   g'ovenunent.  a 
curious  i:reetiny  had  awaited  him.     The  Jesuits  asked  him 
to  dine;    vespers  iollowed  the  repast;    aiul  then  they  con- 
ducted  him  info  a  hull  where  the    hoys    ol'  their   S(,'hool  — 
disi^aiisod,  one   as    t!ie   (lenius   ol' New  France,  one  ns  the 
(lenius   oltht;   Forest,  and    others    as    Indians   ui'   various 
IVieniUy  lril)es— made  him    sp.'ech'.'s  hy  turn,  in  }>rose  juid 
iu  vers,'.     Fir.st,  Pierre  du  Quet,  who  played  the  (renins  of 
New  France,  presented  his  Indian  retinue  to  the  (Jovernor, 
in   a   cimii)linuMitary    harani^'ue.      111/11    four   oiher    hoys, 
personatino-    French    colonists,    made    liini    lour   iiatteriin^- 
adrlres.ses,  in  French  verse.     Charles    Denis,    dres.sed    as   a 
Huron,    I'ollov.ed,    bewailinu-  the    ruin    (d  his  i)eople,  and 
appealing'  to  ArLieusou  ibr  aid.     Jean  i'rancois  liourdon,  in 
the   character   oi"  an   Al<»;on<piin,    nexi.    advaii'e.L   on    the 
platform,    boasted  his  courage,    and    declared    that  he  was 
ashamed  to  cry  like  the  Huron.     The  Genius  ol'  the  Forest 
now  appeared,  witli  a   retinue  of  wild    Indians   ironi    the 
interior,  who  being  unable  to  speak  French,  addressed  the 
Governor   iu   their   native   tongues,    which    the    Genius 


pvoor-odod  \o  iiilorprot.  T\>'0  oihor  l)oys  in  tin'  ( liarju'trr 
ol"  ])visonor,s  just  t'sciipcd  from  tho  Iroquois,  Ihcu  canic 
lorwavd  implorinii-aid  in  piteous  ticcLMits  ;  and  in  roiicln^ion 
the  whole  troop  ol"  I ndiiins  iVom  far  and  near  inid  their 
hows  and  arrows  at  tho  loot  of  Arcj-onson.  and  haiJod  hiui 
as  their  chici. 

besides  these,  mock  Indians,  a  crowd  of  genuine  savair<\s 
ha<l  gathered  at  Quebec  to  greet  the  new  ''Onontliio.''  ( )ii 
tlie  next  day — at  his  own  cost,  as  lie  writes  to  a  friend — 
h<»  gave  them  a  feast,  consisting  of  seven  large  kettlesful  oi' 
Indian  corn,  peas,  jn-unes,  sturgeon,  eels  and  fat,  which 
tliey  devoured,  he  says,  alter  having  first  sung  ni(?  ;i  song, 
niter  llieir  fashion."' 

On  the  long  list  ol  famous  Viceroys,  under  French 
or  ICnglish  ruL',  in  Canada,  we  knov*'  of  l)ut  our  vJio 
cculd  Jiavi'  slooil.  undismayed,  this  avalanche  ol"  addresses 
and  oratory,  rvady  witli  a  happy  reply  to  each.  Need  J 
name  him  .■" 

rvohahly  oiie  oi"  the  most  goru'eous  disjtlays  on  record, 
V\'as  that  attending  the  arrival  of  the  great  Mar{|uis  of  Trr.cy 
in  1  <;•)■).  He  came  with  a  l)rilliant  stall",  a  crowd  of  younu' 
nobles  ;  and  accomi)anicd  l)y  two  hundred  soldiers. 
to  bo  followed  by  a  thousand  more  of  the  dashing  regiment 
of  Carignau-Salicres,  "lie  sailed  up  the  St.  Lawrence,  -mu], 
on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  1(J0;"),  anchored  in  the  l)asin  of 
(^icl)ec.  The  broad,  white  standard,  ])lazone(l  with  the 
arms  of  France,  proclaimed  the  representative  ol  royalty  ; 
and  Point  Levi  and  Cape  Diamond  and  the  distant  Cape 
Tourmenic  roared  back  the  sound  of  the  saluting  cannon. 
All  Quebec  was  on  the  ramparts  or  at  the  landing  place, 
and  all  eyes  were  strained  at  the  two  vessels  as  they  slowly 
emptied  their  crowded  decks  into  the  boats  alongside. 
The  boats  at  length  drew  near,  and  the  lieutenant-general 
and  his  suite  landed  on  the  quay  v.ith  a  pomp  such  as 
Quebec  had  never  seen  before, 
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Tracy  was  a  vctcvan  of  .sixty-two,  portly  and  tail,  "one 
of  the  laro-cst  men  I  over  saw,"  -writes  Motlier  Mary;  but 
Jic  was  f^allow  with  disoas.^  fur  fv'vor  had  si-ized  him,  and 
it  had  faivd  ill  with  him  on  tho  long-  voyaav.  Tho 
Chovali.T  (1.3  Chauniont  Ava^kcd  at  his  sido,  and  younn- 
noldos  Mirround(  d  him,  ii-orgeoiio  in  laco  and  ril)])ons,  and 
ninjeslic  in  leonino  V\-iii's.  Twenty-lour  guards  in  the 
King's  livery  led  the  way,  followed  by  four  pag.-s  and  six 
valets^  ;  and  thus,  while  the  Frenchmen  shouted  and  the 
Indians  stared,  tho  august  procession  threaded  tho  streets 
of  the  Lower  Tow]i,  and  climbed  the  sieen  i>athway  that 
scaled  tho  clili's  above.  IJrralhing  hard,  they  reached  the 
top,  passed  on  the  left  the  dilapidated  walls  of  the  fort  and 
the  shed  of  mingled  vrood  and  masonry  which  then  bore 
tho  name  of  the  Castle  of  tSt.  Louis  ;  passed  on  the  right  tho 
old  house  of  Couillard  and  the  site  of  Laval's  new  seminary, 
and  soon  reached  the  stjuare  bi'twixt  the  Jesuit  college  and 
tho  Cathedral. 

The  l)ells  were  ringing  in  a  phrensy  of  widcorae.  Laval 
in  pontiiicals,  surrounded  by  priests  and  Jesuits,  stood 
waiting  to  receive  the  deputy  of  the  King,  and  as  he 
greeted  Tracy  and  otrered  him  the  holy  water,  ho  looked 
\vith  anxious  curiosity  to  see  what  manner  of  man  he  was. 
The  signs  were  auspicious.  The  deportment  of  tiie  lieu- 
tenant-general leit  ]iuthing  to  desiie,  A  pric-dicu  had  been 
placed  for  him.  He  declined  it.  They  oilered  him  a 
cushion,  but  he  would  not  have  it,  and  levered  as  he  wa5, 
he  kiielt  on  the  bare  pavement  with  a  devotion  that  edilled 
every  beholder.  Tc  Deum  was  sung  and  a  day  of  rejoicing 
followed."'  §

They  i)ut 
the  horses  one  bef)re  the  other  in  thsnr  carts,  which  has 
probably  occasioned  the  dockinii*  of  their  tails,  as  the  horses 
would  hurt  the  eyes  of  those  behind  them  by  moving' their 
tails  backwards  and  forwards.''  AVi'll  now  !  shall  wo  make 
the  avowal:!'  A  irrave  doubt  hovers  over  us.  Did  the 
Professor  ever  drive  a  tandem  !

"  The  Talace  (CMiAtoau  'niini  iiO;us)  is  sjiuaied  on  the 
west  or  .stee])est  sid(>  oftho  nnamlaiu.  just  ;;!)ove  the  lower 
city.  It  is  not  properly  a  pahce,  ]juL  ii  l;)rue  buildiiio-  ol' 
stone,  two  stories  hijidi,  oxLondiiiir  north  and  south.  Oirihe 
west  side  of  it  i.s  a  court-yard,  surrounded  partly  with  a 
w^all,  and  partly  with  hoiisef^.  On  the  east  side,  or  towards 
the  river,  is  a  gallery  as  loiig  as  the   w  hole   building,  and 
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nhout  hvo  i'alhoms  hroiul,  paved  ^vith  smooth  ilaiL^'s,  iiiul 
iiicliulod  oil  the  ouisidcs  by  iron  rails,  IVom  ■whence  tlio 
rity  and  i lie  river  exhibit  a  charming'  profspect.  Tliis  gal- 
lery serves  as  a  very  au'veealile  walk  aflfr  dinner,  and  those 
who  oonn^  to  speaic  w  ilh  the  g-overnor-general  wait  hvn) 
till  he  is  at  leisure.  The  palaee  is  the  lodging  ol'  the 
Lioverjior-general  ol'  Canada,  and  a  numbi-r  ol  soldiers 
nionnt  the  guard  before  it,  both  at  the  gate  and  in  the 
eoiut-yard  ;  ami  when  the  uovernor,  or  the  Insliop,  comes 
ill  or  goes  out,  they  must  all  appear  in  arms  and  l)eat  the 
drum.  The  governor-general  has  his  own  ehapel  where  Ik^ 
hears  ]->rayers  ;  however,  he  ol'ien  goes  to  Mass  at  the  church 
ol'  the  Becalhh,  \\  Inch  is  very  near  the  palac<»."' 

The  CasileSl.  I.e\vi:s  liuill  by  Champlain  in  lG-4.  was 
much  improved  and  enlarged  by  the  wing  still  existing, 
(Mected  in  1784  by  Governor  llaldimand.  Tlie  old  Chateau 
was  destroyed  by  lire  on  2onl  January,  1S;)4.  On  its  lolty 
site  and  I'ar  beytaid,  is  perched  onr  inccmi^aralile,  w  orld- 
reiiowiH'd  Ijon/rrard :  ihe  Duilerin  Terrace.

'J'he  Cathedral  ('hiU'ch  is  on  the  right  hand  coming  I'rom 
the  Lower  to  the  I'pper  Town,  somewhat  beyond  tlio 
])ishop"s  liouse.  The  people  were  now  at  present  employ- 
ed in  ornamenting  it.  On  its  west  side  is  a  round  steeple 
with  two  divisions,  in  the  lower  ol' which  are  two  bells. 
The  i>ulpit  and  some  other  ])arts  within  the  church  are 
gilt.  The  seats  are  very  line."'  (This  church,  now^  a 
Basalica  Minor,  was  begun  in  1047 — destroyed  by  bomb 
shells  during  the  siege  oi'  1750  and  rebuilt.)

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Tills  litiL*  church,  of  which  tho  corner  slono  was  laid 
by  the  G-overnor  Genera],  tlic   Marquis  do  Tracy,   on  31st 
May,  IGOO,  existed  until  1807.     The  oldest  inhabi'tant  ca» 
yet  recall,  from  memory,  the  spot  whore  it  stood,  even  if 
we  liad  not  the  exceilent  drawinir  made  of  it  with  a  dozen 
of  other  Que])ec  views-hy  an  oilicer  iu  Wolfe's  iloet,  Captaiu 
Kiohard  Short.     It  stood  on  the  site  recently  occupied  by 
the  shambles,  in  the  Upper  Town,    facing  the  Clarendon 
Hotel.     Captaiu  Short's  pencil  bears  acrain  testimony  to  the 
exactitude,  (..yen  in  minute  thin-s,  of  Kalm's  descriptions  : 
his  Queboc  horses,  harness.}d   one  before  the  other  to  carts 
You  see  in  front  of  the  church,  iu  Captain   Short's  sketch, 
three  -ood  sized  horses  drawin-  a  heavily  laden  two  wheeled 
cart,  harnessed  one  before  the  other.     The  church  was  also 
used  until  1807  as  a  place  of  worship  for  Trotestants.     De 
careful  not  to  confound  the  Jesuits'  Church  with  the  small 
chapel  iu  the  interior  of  their  college  (the  old  Jesuit  Bar- 
racks) contiguous  thereto.     Tliis   latier  chapel   had    been 
commenced  ou  tlie  llth  July,  lu.50.     The  Seminary  Chapel, 
and  rr.suiiues  Clmrch,  afier  the   destruction  ])y  shot  and' 
shell  in  IToD,  of  tlie  large  II.  C.  Cathedral,  wero,  used  for  a 
time  as  parish  churches.    rrom,beneath  the  chief  altar  of  tht^ 
Jesuits'   Church  was  removed,  on  the  14th  May,  1807,  the 
small  leaden  box  containing  the  heart  of  the  founder  of  the 
Trrsulines'  Convent,  Madame  de  la  Teltrie,  previously  depo- 
sited there  in  accordance  with  the  terras  of  her  Last  "Will 
You  can  see,  Ladies  and  Gen  tlemen,  that  the  pick-axe  and 
mattock  of  the  "  bande  mnrc  "  who  robbed  our  city  walls  of 
their  stones,  and  demolished  the  Jesuits'  Colie- e  and  city 
gates,  were  busily  employed  long  b-fore  1871. 

There  are  few  here  present,  I  will  venture  to  say,  who 
111  their  daily  walk  up  or  down  ral)rio,ue  Street,  do  not 
miss  this  hoary  and  familiar  land  mark,  the  Jesuits'  College. 
When  its  removal  was  recently  decreed,  for  a  long  tim^it 
resisted  the  united  assaults  of  hammer  and  pick-axe,  and 
yielded,  iinally,  to  the  terrific  power  of  dvnamite  alone 
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The  Jesuits'  Collec^e,  older  than  llavvartl  College,  at 
Boston,  takes  one  l)ack  to  the  dawn  of  Canadian  history. 
Thoii'^'h  a  considerable  sum  luul  been  granted  to  Ibstor 
Jesuit  efstablishnients  at  Quebec,  by  a  younsjf  I'renchnoble- 
iiitm,  Ivcnc  de  Jiohaut,  son  ol'the  MarquiiS  do  Ganmehe,  us 
early  as  102»J,  it  was  on  the  18th  March,  10^7,  only,  that 
the  "^rouiul  to  build  on,  "twelve  arpenls  of  land,  in  the  vici- 
nity of  Fort  St.  Jjouis  :  "  Averc  {^ranted  to  the  Jesuit  Fathers. 
In  the  early  times,  we  find  this  famous  seal  of  learninLj 
})iayin'.^  a  prominent  part  in  all  public  pa2,i»ants  :  its  annual 
examinations  and  distributions  of  i^'i.'ies  called  ioj^ether  the 
dile  of  (Quebec  .society.  The  ](>adiii^'  puj'ils  had,  in  poetry 
and  in  verse,  conii'ratululed  (Jovernor  U'Aruviison  on  his 
arrival  in  IOj!^,  Ou  the.  2nd  July,  lOuO,  a  ]niblic  examina- 
tion on  lojiic  broui'-ht  out  with  ijreat  advantan;e  two  most 
l)romisini;-  youths,  the  famous  Louis  Jollir't,  v>'ho  later  on 
Joined  Father  ]\hirquetLein  his  discovery  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  a  Three  Kivers  youth,  Pierre  do  iM-ancheville,  -vvho 
intended  to  enter  Holy  Order.^,  The  learned  Iiitendant 
Talon  was  an  exami)ier;  hewa.s  remarked  for  the  erudition 
his  latin  que.stiojis  displayed,  ^tlemory  reverts  to  the  times 
when  the  illustrious  Dossuet  was  underjroini.;'  his  latin  ex- 
aminations at  Navarre,  with  the  (Invit  Conde  as  his  exam- 
iner :  France's  lirst  sacred  orator  confronted  by  her  most 
illustrious  li'eneral. 


How  many  thrillin^r  memories  were  recalled  l)y  this 
Ci'rim  old  structure  ?  Under  it.^  venerable  roof,  oft'  liad 
met,  the  pioneer  missionaries  of  New  France,  the  band 
of  martyrs,  the  ^vogTaphers,  discoverers,  savan/s  and 
historians  of  this  learned  order  :  ])ol})eau,  de  Quen,  ]3ruil- 
lettes,  Daniel,  de  laUrosse,  de  Crepieul,  deCarheil,Ereba'ai', 
Lallcmant,  Jogues,  de  None,  liaimbeault,  Albanel,  Chau. 
monot,  Dablon,  Menard,  LeJeune,  Masse,  Yimout, 
llagueneau,    Charlevoix,  '^  and  ciowds  of  others.     Here'

Jesuits,  and  when  her  lily  banner  hid  disappeared  from 
our  midst,  the  colle^'e.  and  its  L;-rounds  \vert»  appropriated 
to  other  uses — alas  !  less  congenial. 

The  roll  of  the  Fn;/lish  drum  and  tho  sharj)  "word  of 
command"  of  a  British  adjutant  or  of  his  drill  sergeant,  lor 
i\  century  and  more,  resounded  in  tlic  halls,  in  which  latin 
orisons  were  formerly  sun;.;;  and  in  tho  classic  grounds,  and 
grassy  court,  ■^  canoi)ied  by  those  stately  oaks  and  elms, 
which  our  sires  yet  rememl)or — to  whieh  tho  good  F'athers 
retreated  in  sweet  seclusion,  to  "say"  VmAv  Breviarivs  iWuX 
tell  their  beads,  might  have  bei'U  heard  tho  coarse  joke  of 
tho  guard  room  and  coarser  oath  of  the  trooper. 

It  had  been  jirst  used  as  a  'unagazine  for  the  army  con- 
tractor's i^rovif-ions  in  1701."  Oil  the  -Ith  June,  ITo.'),  His 
Excellency  General  James  Murray  ]iad  it  surveyed  and 
apin-opriated  for  quarters  and  l)arriieks  ior  the  troops,  all 
excepted  some  apartments;  \]\-^  court  and  garden  was  used 
as  a  drill  and  parade  grouinl  until  tluMk-parture  of  Albion's 
soldiers.

immured  in  this  monastery,  ai'fcr  his  arrest  by  the  British, 
at  the  unsuccessful  attack  in  the  Lower  Town,  in  Sault-au- 
Matelot  street,  on  3 1st  December,  1775,  as  he  graphically 
r;'lates  in  hiri  Memoirs.  It  was  a  monastery  of  the  order  of 
^^aint  Francis,  The  Provincial,  in  1703,  a  well  known,  witty, 
jovial  and  eccentric  persona^v,  leather  Felix  DeBerrey,  had 
more  than  om-i.^  dined  and  v.iiu'd  His  Hoyal  Highness, 
Prince  Ivhvard,  the  father  of  our  Gracious  Sovereign,  when 
stationed  in  our  u'airis'iu  in  17i'l-l,  with  his  regiment  the 
7th  Fusileers. 

The  Recollet  Church  was  also  a  sacred  and  last  resting 
place  for  the  illustrious  dead.  Of  the  six  French  Governors 
who  expired  at  Quebec,  luur  slept  within  its  silent  vaulls» 
until  the  translation,  in  IT'Jti,  o[  their  ashes  to  the  vaults  of 
the  Basilica,  vi:-::  ( I)  Frontenae,  {•!)  d.'Callieres,  (G)  Yau- 
drouil,  (4)  de  la  Jonfjuit're.  Governor  deMesy  had  l)Oi'n 
buried  in  the  llotel-lJieu  Chap;'l,  and  the  lirst  Governor, 
di'  Cham  plain,  'tis  generally  b.dievod,  was  interred  near 
the  Chateau  iSaint  Louis,  in  a  "sepulchre  particulier,"  near 
the  spot  now  surmounted  by  his  bust,  beneath  the  soil,  on 
which,  in  1^71,  was  erectt'd  the  n<nv  Post  Ollice.

their  dres.sing  their  head  too  assiduously,  is  the  case  with 
all  the  ladies  throughmit  Canad'i.  On  those  days  when 
they  j)ay  or  receive  visits,  they  dreis  so  ii'ayly,  iluit  one  is 
almost  induced  to  think  their  parents  po.sses.sed  the  greatest 
dignities  in  the  state.  The  FicnclnucK,  wJio  con.sidered 
things  in  their  true  light,  complained  very  much  that  a 
great  part  of  the  ladies  in  Canada  had  got  into  the  pernicious 
custom  of  taking  too  much  care  of  their  dress,  and  squan- 
dering all  their  fortunes,  and  more,  upon  it,  instead  of 
sparing  something    For  future  times.      They    are    no  less

In  1748,  tlie  oyil  genius  ol'  New  France,  "  La  Pompa- 
dour'K />ro/ei,'v;  "  l''ran('ois  liig'ot,  thirteenth  and  last  luten- 
dant,  had  landed  at  Quebec. 

Born  in  Uuienne,  oralauiily  disiinuuij^hed  at  the  bar, 
Bigot,  prior  to  coming  to  Canada  had  occupied  the  high 
post  ol"  Litendant  in  Louisianna.  Li  siature,  lie  was 
small — but  well  Ibnned  ; — active — lull  ol'  j)luck — Ibnd  of 
display  and  pleasure — an  inveterate  gambler.  Had  he  con- 
iined  his  operations  merely  to  trading,  his  commercial 
ventures  would  have  excited  lillle  blame,  trading  having 
been  a  practice  indukved  in  by  several  other  high  colonial 
oilicials.  His  salary  Avas  totally  inadecpiate  to  the  impor- 
tance of  his  oiliee,  and  quite  iiisuliieient  to  meet  the  exi)en- 
diture  his  exalted  position  led  him  into,  jlis  speculations, 
his  venality,  the  extortions  practised  on  the  community 
])y  his  heartless  minions  :  this  is  what  has  surrounded  his 
memory  with  eternal  infamv  and  made  his  name  a  bv-word 
ibr  scorn. 

There  existed,  at  Quebec,  a  u/il>'  coinpo.-ed  of  the 
Intendaiit's  secretary,  IJeschenaux ;  of  tlie  Commissary 
(rcneral  of  ►Supplies,  Cadet ;  of  the  Town-Major,  Ungues 
rC'an  ;  of  the  Treasurer-General,  Iinbert.  Trail  was  Ihe 
Chief  and  Bigot  tlie  Clreat  Cliief  of  tliis  nefarious  associa- 
tion. Between  Bigot  and  Tean,  another  link  existed. 
Pean's  favor  at  Court  lay  in  the  charms  of  his  wile. 
Madame  Bean,  ticc  Angelitjue  L)e  Meloises,  was  young 
pretty,  witty  and  fetchinn- ;  a  duent  and  agreeable  speaker 
—  in  fact  so  captivating  that  i'^ranrois  Bigot  was  entirely

Would  you  like  some  of  the  pen-photographs  -which  a 
clever  French  contemporary  ^  has  left  of  the  corrupt  enfou- 
rage  of  the  mngnilicent  intendant :  here  are  a  few  : 

'Brassard  Deschenaux,  the  son  of  a  poor  cobbler,  was  born 
at  Qu(^boc.  A  notary  who  boarded  witli  Deschenaux,  senior, 
had  tauii-ht  his  son  to  read.  Naturally  quick  and  intelligent^ 
young  Deschenaux  made  rapid  progress  and  found  looii 
something  to  do  in  the  oHIce  of  Intendant  Ilocquart 
where  Bigot  found  him  and  succeeded  in  having  him 
appointed  clerk  in  the  Colonial  Oflice  at  Quebec.  In- 
dustrious, but  at  heart  a  sycophant,  by  dint  of  cringing  he 
won  the  good  graces  of  Bigot,  who  soon  put  unlimited  tl-ust 
in  him,  to  that  degree  as  to  do  nothing  without  Deschenaux's 
aid  ;  l)ui.  Deschenaux  was  vain,  ambitious,  haughty  and 
overbearing  and  of  such  inordinate  greed,  that  he  was  in 
the  halMt  of  boasting  'that  to  get  rich,  he  would  even  rob  a 
church.' 

"  Cadet  was  the  son  of  a  butcher;  in  his  youth  he  v/as 
employed  to  mind  the  cattle  of  a  Charlesbourg  peasant ; 
he  next  set  up  as  a  butcher  and  made  money.  His  savings 
e  invested  into  trade ;  his  intriguing  spirit  brought  him 
to  the  notice  of  the  Intendant  Ilocquart,  who  gave  him 
contracts  to  supply  meat  lor  tlie  army.  Deschenaux  soon 
discovered  that  Cadet  could  be  useful  to  him  ;  he  made 
him  his  friend  and  lost  no  opportunity  to  recommend  him 
to  the  Intendant.  lie  wo.s  accordingly  often  employed  to 
buy  the  supplies  for    the   subsistance   of  the   troops.     In

tt  is  singular  to  noto  how  many  lo\v-])oru  ^  parasilOM 
unci  Ilallerors  suvrountled  Bigot. 

In  IToij,  tho  "Nvlioat  harvest  having  failed,  and  the  pro- 
duce of  former  years  having  been  carried  out  of  Canada  or 
else  stored  in  the  magazine  of  Bigot's  ring,  the  people  of 
Canada  -were  reduced  to  starvation  :  in  many  instances 
they  had  to  subsist  on  horse  llesh  and  decayed  codfish. 
Instead  of  having  recourse  to  tlie  Avheat  stored  here,  the 
Intendanfs  minions  led  him  to  beUeve  that  wheat  was  not 
so  scarce  as  the  peasantry  pretended — that  the  peasants 
refused  to  sell  it,  merely  in  anticipation  of  obtaining  still 
higher  rates;  that  the  Intendant,  they  argued,  ought  to 
issue  orders  for  domiciliary  visits  in  the  rural  districts  ; 
aiul  levy  a  tax  on  oaah  inhabitant  of  tho  country, 
for  tho  maintena'.icL'  of  the  residents  in  the  city,  and  of  the 
troops. 

Statements  were  made  out,  shewing  the  rations  required 
to  prevent  the  people  from  dying  of  hunger.  Cadet  was 
(.'barged  with  tlif  raising  of  this  vexatious  impost.  In  a 
very  short  time,  lu'  and  iiis  clerks  had  overrun  tlie country, 
appropriating  more  wheat  than  was  necessary,  fcjome  of 
the  unfortunate  peasants,  Avho  saw  in  the  loss  of  their  seed 
wheat  starvation  and  death,  loudly  complained.  A  il-w 
called  at  the  Intendanfs  Talace,  but  the  heartless  D»''sche- 
naux,  tho  Intendant's  Secretary,  was  ever  on  tJie  watch 
and  had  them  questioned  by  his  cnip/oi/cs,  and  whcu  tlie 
object  of  their  visit  was  discovered,  they  were  ushered  into 
the  presence  of  Deschenaux,  who  insulted  them  and  threat- 
ened to  have  them  imprisoned  for  thus  presuming  to 
complain  to  the  Intendant.  Bigot  was  afterwards  advised 
of  their  visit,  and  when  tht-y  appeared  before  him  they 
were  so  maltreated  and  bullied  that  they  left,  happy  at 
believing  that  they  had  not  been  thrown  into  prison  ;  soon,
